Better Relations 
With Mexico 


Another corner has been 
knocked 


off the three-year 
old controvevrsy 


with Mexico. Penn-Mex Fuel, a Sin- 
clair subsidiary, accepted $300,000 in 
cash for its expropriated holdings. 


That is a small part of the Amer- 


ican and British holdings expropriat- 
ed March 18, 1938. Yet settlement of 
even a small part is a hopeful sign, 
and certainly suggests that Mexico is 
willing to pay for the properties tak- 
en over, if and as she can. Prompt 
payment of a million dollars recently 
as compensation for certain land ex- 
propriation was also made, a further 
demonstration of responsibility. 


Mexico has from the start firmly 


stood on the ground that the taking 
over of the oil properties was not

Russian Guerrilla 
Warfare Reported 
Giving Germans 
Much Trouble 


By the Associated Press 


Rounding out the fourth week ot ' 


the great offensive against Russia the 
German high command reported Sat- 
urday the widening of the Smolensk 
breach in the Stalin line facing Mos- 
cow and perhaps 
significantly the 


Russians omitted the usual claim that 
they were holding ground. 
- 


The German armored might thrust 


to within 230 miles o£ the Russian 
capital for the southwest and as a part 
of the U. S. embassy left Moscow 
for Kazan in the Tartar Republic 450 
miles to the east, came word from 
Istanbul that the Russians were hold- 
ing 4 million men in reserve for de- 
fense ^of the city. 


4 Million in Reserve 


The source for the report was an 


Axis diplomat who was stationed in 
Moscow before the war began. This 
source said the fresh army of 4 mil- 
lion men was waiting behind Mos-1 
cow ready to roll against the Ger- 
man forces in a carefully timed counts 
er offensive. 


He made a point that the 4 mil^ 


lion was separate from the Russian 
Far East army. 


The Russian commander said the 


full fury of the blitz was concentrat- 
ed in the Smolensk sector.

Rumanian Oil 
Field Bombed 


More Than 20,000 
Tons Oil Reported 
Destroyed 


ANKARA — (ff)— Big oil refiner- 


ies in the Rumania Plocsli oil fields 
and tanks containing more than 20,- 
000-lons of oil have been deslroyed 
by Russian bombers, 
unauthorized 


sources said Saturday. 


This informant said 
the Russian 


planes were swooping low to un- 
load explosives despite heavy anti- 
aircraft fire. 


An intense raid last Sunday start- 


ed huge fires which covered the oil 
region with thick black smoke and 
scored damage on holding of the Un- 
irea company, a British owned firm 
which has been operated by the Ger- 
mans and Rumanians since last Feb- 
ruary. 


British sources said there still was, 


large crude stocks of oil in the Ploesti 
region because of transport dificul- 
ties and the loss of a refinery would 
cripple delivery.

'Reds Belittle Offensive 


While the Red army minimized the 


German offensive in sectors away 
from the center of the long front 
the Germans claimed for its troop* 
and Rumanian comrads a crossing 
of the Dnestr river in several places 
in an advance from Soviet Bessarabia , 
to the Ukraine.

The Germans also 
claimed 
the 


"breaking of embittered enemy re- 
sistance by Finish and German forces 
which advanced to the north shore 
of Lake Ladoga in a flanking offen- 
sive north of Leningrad. 


A Russian guerrilla detachment be- 


hind the German lines was said to 
have recaptured 2 identified only as 
"SH" and "X". 


The Red Star, the Red army news* 


paper, said the guerrillas, originally 
10 men, armed themselves by break- 
ing up a German armored column, 
seizing 3 tanks, several cars, bicycles 
and considerable amount of muntions 
and then assailed the Germans holding 
the towns, 


Izvestia, Moscow government news- 


paper, said the Russian defenders or. 
the front resorted to individual en- 
trenchment to turn automatic arms on 
German infantry finally resorting to 
the use of bayonet struggles. 


The newspaper indicated the man* 


ner of fighting was designed to gain 
time for the mobilization of a vast 
army of civilians which Stalin has 
called into being to bolster the re- 
gular armies. This may be the 4 
million man force which was in- 
dicated in the report from Istanbul.

Slavs May Hit 
at Factories 


Spies, Saboteurs 
Smoulder Like 
Fires in U. S.

NEW YORK - The war of spy and 


saboteur that smolders like forest fire 
bencalh Ihe surface of American life, 
is being fanned by Iwo recent evenls: 
Ihe Russo-German war and the clos- 
ing of Ihe Nazi consulates here. 


Many Nazi undercover activities in 


the Unilecl Slales shave been 
en- 


trusted in recent weeks not to Ger- 
mans, but to members of races sub- 
ject to the Nazis—Hungraians, Bul- 
garians, Slovaks and Ukrainians. 


Most dangerous of these are a small 


Ukrainian terrorist group. Fanatical- 
ly patriolic and brave, Ihey are sus- 
pected of responsibility for the bomb 
explosion in the British World's Fair 
Pavilion and serious sabotage in New 
Jersey, where Ihey are strong. 


They have direcl conneclions wilh 


the Ukrainian Fifth Column Hitler has 
long prepared 
in Central 
Europe, 


headed 
by 
Ataman 
Skoropadsky, 


whose son is believed to have come 
here lately to establish liaison with 
Chicago. 


"Freedom" Is Their Bait 


The Nazis now manipulate with 


promises of "freedom" not only the 
Ukrainians but two other 
formid- 


ahle secret terrorist groups: the Mac- 
edonian Imro and the notorious Us- 
tasha whose head, Ante Pavelitch, as- 
sassin of King Alexander of Yugos- 
lavia, now is dictator of the Croat I 
puppet state. He has established in 
Hitler-dominated Slovakia a copy of 
Ihe 
notorious Hungarian 
"murder 


farm" to train terrorists, and some 
of those terrorists are now in this 
country.

to reliable information, split the Reds 
here in a manner that may produce 
startling results. Not all or even most 
American Communists had.been work- 
ing with .the Nazis on espionage and 
sabotage—but some had been. 


Then suddenly the Panzers rolled, 


and their /world tumbled Next .came 
word to New York from Moscow -that 
,the sacred, inflexible Party Line .was: 
"Throw the Nazis overboard—hard!"

ored and fully ripened and hi the 
best stage for eating fresh should be 
selected for freezing. The sooner they 
are placed in the freezer-locker afte 
harvesting, the better.' For the bes 
quality, peaches should be tree-ripen 


' ed and placed in the locker the samej 
, day they are harvested. 


> To aid families in preparing peach- 
es for storgae in freezer-lockers, the 
Extensions specialist in foods and nu- 


, trition suggests the following direc- 


tions: 


Wash the peaches and scald in hot 


" water for 30 seconds, or until the 


skins slip, then plunge into cold wa- 
ter to cool immediately, drop them 
into cold water which contains a 
small amount of lemon juice. 


One of the problems in freezing 


peaches is to prevent 
discoloration. 


If they cannot be packed in the sirup 
or sugar immediately, drop them in- 
to cold water which contains a small 
amount of lemon juice. 


Leave the peaches in whole halves 


or slice them, pack into the contain- 
ers in which they are to be frozen 
and cover with a thin, cold syrup, 
made by dissolving one cup of sugar

BERLIN — An unnssuming airplane
